This  year  Vancouver  will  celebrate  the 
sixtieth  year  of  its  history  as  a city.  It  was 
in  January.  1886,  that  the  first  petition  for 
incorporation  was  signed.  It  became  effective 
the  following  April,  but  two  months  later 
the  nascent  city  was  cumpleiety  wiped  out 
by  fire.  It  rose  like  the  proverbial  phoenix 
from  Its  ashes,  and  tcxlay  the  wings  of  the 
phoenix  arc  spread  eastward  to  Burnaby  and 
southward  to  the  I*raser  River  The  Kaitered 
settlement  of  xhaiks  in  1886  has  grown  to 
be  Canada's  third  city  with  a population 
estimated  ai  more  than  300,000 

It  IS  rcosonabir ‘to-  believe  that  no  other 
City  «fi  Canada  has  shown  such  growth  within 
1 comparable  period  Montreal  and  'l  ofonto 
are  much  larger,  but  il  is  questionable  whether 
in  the  first  60  years  pf  their  existence  they 
made  anything  like  such  progress.  Mom  real 
was  founded  as  Villr  Mane  in  1642.  and  its 
growth  for  many  years  must  have  been  slow. 

T oronto  is  younger,  hut  as  York  it  was  an 
objecr  of  attack  in  rhe  war  of  1812.  One 
hundred  years  later  it  had  attained  a popula- 
tion of  376.000.  nor  much  greater  than  that 
ot  Greater  Vancouver  today  It  is  true  that 
Vancouver  was  born  m a more  rapidlv  mov- 
ing age.  when  transportation  facilities  had 
been  vastly  increased.  Still  much  was  due  to 
its  advantage  in  climate,  harborage  and 
abundant  and  varied  natural  resources. 

Victoria  will  join  heartily  in  congraiula  , 
lions  to  Its  sister  city,  with  a wish  that  it  I 
may  continue  to  grow*  and  to  prosper  through  i 
ihe  years  We  are  .ill  bound  in  one  bundle.

It  W'ould  be  a shenk  to  reuirmng  service- 
men to  be  told  that  in  entering  the  logging 
industry  they  wvre  marching  into  greater 
danger  " than  they  were  in  the  armv  It 
should  come  as  a shexk  of  equal  force  lo 
British  Columbians  at  large  to  learn  that  the 
primary  industry  of  the  province  »*  the  most 
hayardous:  that  veterans  who  survived  the 
risks  of  the  battlefields  run  a greater  risk  in 
peaceful  forests 

More  than  4 000  loggers  are  injured  an- 
nually in  British  Columbia  according  to  Mr 
Andrew  Whisker,  of  the  Provincial  Govern 
meni  Safety  Branch  who  uttered  the  warning 
quoted  above  in  addressing  veterans  taking  a 
power  saw  course  at  Nanaimo  This,  if 
correct,  represents  one  third  of  the  men  in  fhe 
logging  camps,  and  is  a higher  ratio  of  "cas- 
iialtici  " than  that  suffered  by  the  Canadian 
forces  during  the  war 

It  is  a stMnge  fact  that  an  injury  rate  that 
would  be  viewed  weth  alarm  by  military 
authorities  in  w.ir  is  accepted  with  apparent 
complacence  in  peaceiime  by  both  the  general 
public  and  the  individuals  concerned  The 
logging  industry  is  nor  alone  in  Ibis  " The 
deadly  toll  of  modern  highways  is  another 
illustration  of  apathy  towards  an  unncees 
xarily  high  accident  ratio 

Mr  Whisker  told  womlworkers'  unions  in 
session  in  Vancouver  last  week  that  the  onlv 
method  of  preventing  accidents  is  through 
proper  training  and  that  this  presented  a sen 
ous  challenge  to  organued  labor  throughout 
the  industry  It  is  also  a challenge  to  the 
logging  companies  and  to  governmental  au 
tboritirs  It  is  one  that  can  be  met  fully  onlv 
by  conceited  effort  on  the  part  of  all  those 
interested  in  the  wealth  that  comes  out  of 
British  Columbia  forests 

As  the  chief  basic  industrv  of  the  province, 
forest  production  is  fundamental  to  the  pros- 
perity of  British  Columbia  'I'he  safety  ol 
the  rqen  who  risk  life  and  hmb  bv  working  in 
the  forests  is  no  less  fundamental  I ven  li 
some  exaggeration  i.s  probable  such  figures 
demand  attention

sTwi/s  deserve  a high  place  in  Canada's  honor 
roll  His  discovery  of  insulin  in  conjunction 
with  a fellow  worker,  has  saved  and  pro- 
longed the  lives  of  manv  diabetic  sufferers 
. His  latest  years  were  spent  in  an  effort  to  dis- 
cover a counter  measure  against  a possible 
German  attack  with  disease  germs  In  I <>39 
when  war  had  started.  Sir  FredcrKk  gathered 
1 small  group  of  research  workers  to  devise 
means  to  meet  the  threatened  horror  Later 
the  group  was  incorporated  into  a committee 
of  the  National  Research  Council,  and  it  is 
reported  that  in  1941  he  was  flying  to  Bntain 
with  information  on  the  subject  when  hi^ 
work  was  cut  short  bv  an  aircraf;  crash  in 
Newfoundland  that  brought  him  to  hu 
death.

The  Daily  Mail  blames  ihc  auihoriiies  for 
what  it  calls  a 'famasik  ’ situation  with 
regard  to  the  production  ol  gas  Skilled  men 
are  apparently  not  available  to  keep  the 
plants  working  although  despite  the  Luft- 
waffe. flying  bombs  and  rockets,  gas  for  the 
home  front  never  failed  during  the  war  It

' Thw  is  all  part  of  the  grrai  labor  myv 
tery  Though  12  000  men  are  being  demo-
